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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of a supplemental restraint system in the reply filed on 
November 9, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the invention is centered on a 
process of maximizing a vehicular occupant's protection in any type of collision. This is not found 
persuasive because the species are patentably distinct. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. The substitute specification filed October 7, 2003 has not been entered because it does not 
conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: the specification is unclear (See Specification objections 
above and claim objections below). In addition subject matter that does not pertain to the actual structure 
such as the inner-workings of a CPU should be removed from the specification, as they are not germane 
to the patentability of the device itself. The examiner has included a content of specification for an 
example. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. A substitute specification including the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) because 
the specification is unclear. 

4. A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must be 
submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of the 
specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining the added 
text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed 
before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed within double brackets 
if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying clean version (without markings) and a 
statement that the substitute specification contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the 
paragraphs of the specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 
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Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the invention 
should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless the title is provided 
in an application data sheet. The title of the invention should be brief but technically 
accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more than 
500 characters.

However, where 
particularly complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification should 
refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately describes the 
subject matter. 

G) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or claims must 
commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). Where a claim 
sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to further segregate 
subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p).

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 34 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

At page 3 "An improved supplemental" should be changed to "A supplemental". 

All mention of "improved" should be removed from the claims as "improved" does not pertain to 
the actual structure of the claimed invention. 

At page 3 "erasable programmable read only memory "EPROM" configured for" should be 
changed to "erasable programmable read only memory configured for". 

At page 3 "to effectively controlling the detection" should be changed to "to effectively control the 
detection". 

At page 3 "occupied seat base on at least" should be changed to "occupied seat based on at 



least". 
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At page 3 "and side impact collision sensor, comprising" should be changed to "and side impact 
collision sensor, further comprising". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter 
which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 34-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 34 recites the limitation " EPROM configured for correcting and changing said measured 
weight based on external conditions" in lines 8 and 9 of page 3 of the amended claims. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

There is no support in the specification for the erasable programmable read only memory being 
configured for correcting the measured weight based on any external conditions. 

In addition, there are multiple sections in claim 34 that appear to repeat the same elements 
leading one to believe there are either redundant elements or single elements being claimed multiple 
times. No new matter should be entered. 

8. Claim 34 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The 
structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. 
The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. 

9. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent prosecution 
procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field usually acts as a 
liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the 
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services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent 
is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an 
attorney or agent.
